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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment was received on 10/13/05, but has not been entered 
because it does not place the application in condition for allowance. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 10/13/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of claims 1 , 4, 
and 7, wherein on pages 6-7, applicant asserts that the reference of Endo fails to 
disclose storing and updated "client-associated" last received time data. The examiner 
agrees that the reference of Endo does not disclose a list of clients with associated IP 
addresses and the last received time that a packet was transmitted from a particular 
client. However, the current claim' language used in claims 1 , 4, and 7 does not state 
that there has to be more than one client connected to the printer and therefore the 
reference of Endo discloses storing and updating "client-associated" data because only 
one client is attached to the printer and all the received time data that is stored is 
associated with that particular client. Further, as shown in column 1 of Table 1 , the last 
time in which data was received is stored and utilized to determine the sleep time. 
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Applicant also asserts, on pages 8-9, that the reference of Endo fails to disclose a 
printer usage rate. The examiner agrees that Endo does not state that the printer usage 
rate is expressed in page/hour. However, the current claim language in claims 1 , 4, and 
7 does not state that the printer usage rate must be in such a format and as currently 
recited the printer usage rate is utilized to determine the time in which the printer will 
switch to a power save mode, which is analogous to what the reference of Endo 
discloses as the system utilizes print start, end, and standby times to calculate when to 
switch the printer to a power save (sleep) mode. Thus, the reference of Endo does 
disclose all the features currently recited in claims 1, 4, and 7, except those disclosed 
by the reference of Hasegawa, as discussed in the previous Office Action.
